FIERCE WIND SPREAD 
THE FLAMES RAPIDLY. 


Fire Engines and Forces of Men Came 
From Denver and Pueblo to Help 
Save the Threatened City. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., Oct. L— 
This city had a visitation of fire this after- 
noon which threatened for four hours to 
destroy the entire business district. The 
wind was blowing at the rmte of 4 miles 
an hour when the fire started at the Denver 
& Rio Grande freight depot at the foot of 
Cuchares street at 2:10 p. m., and the flames 


spread with great rapidity. 

A strip four blocks long from north to 
south, two blocks from east to west, has 
been burned over, but at this hour, 8 p. m., 
the conflagration is believed te be under 
control. The flames are still leaping up 
high in the air over the burning district, 
but the wind has died down and there is 
no doubt that the fire engines, which have 
come from Denver and Pueblo, in response 
to appeal for aid, will be able to confine 
the flames within the present iimits. The 
Antler’s Hotel, one of the largest in the 
West, the lumber yards and two blocks of 
business houses have been destroyed. In 
round numbers the losg is estimated at 
$1,000,000. insured for one-half that amount. 
The losses are estimated as follows: 

Antlers Hotel, $350,000; Newton Lumber 
Co., $30,000; El Paso Lumber Co., $3,000; 
Irving & Sons, blacksmiths, $2000; Denver 
& Rio Grande Railroad, $30,000; Gulf Depot, 
$5000: Home Hotel, $3500. General losses of 
business firms and individuals not enumer- 
ated above, $465,900. 

The fire started in a pile of rubbish un- 
derneath the platform at the Denver & 
Rio Grande freight depot. Within five min- 
utes it had communicated to freight cars 
standing at the depot, and it spread so 
rapidly that it was impossible to move any 
of the cars. Half a car of powder con- 
signed to G. S. Barnes & Sons exploded. 

The cans were thrown for hundreds of 
feet and the wonder is that nobody was iIn- 
jured. Then came the terrible danger to 
the city. Great chunks of fire were scat- 
tered about and in a few moments the Cris- 
sey and Fowler lumber yards, 500. «feet 
away, were burning. The wind was sweep- 
ing a perfect hurricane, 

The flames rushed through the lumber 
yards and burned all the light frame bulld- 
ings in the block. Then they leaped across 
the street and burned the El Paso Lumber 
Co. and the paint establishment of Sperry 
& Tuckerman, 

A few minutes after the Newton Lumber 
Yards caught. For a time after this it 
looked as if the Antlers might be saved, 
but the heat was too great. There was 
not water enough to send a stream half- 
way up the building. At 4 o'clock it was 
burning on the south end and the famous 
hotel was doomed. 

The colored employes of the hostelry 
showed great intrepidity in climbing out of 
the upper windows in the face of an infern- 
al heat and pouring water upon the fire 
through a small hose. They left their posts 
only after they became positively untena- 
ble.

A PRETTY SCHEME. 


The hints thrown out by the American members of the 
Hawaiian Commission concerning the future status of those 
islands are not reassuring. 

Wholesale disfranchisement is contemplated, not by an edu- 
cational test, but by a property qualification. Money is to rule 
and he who has no money is to be denied any share in the 
government. This is a reversal of American progress and a 
return to the notions of a century ago. 

Worse than this, however? the bill said to have been pre- 
pared for submission to Congress provides that the planters 
shall have ten years in which to substitute free for contract 
labor. In other words slavery shall prevail for ten years.

BRAVERY AT MANILA. 


Gens. Anderson aud McArthur Praise 


the Conduct of Their Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The reports of 


Gen. Thomas M. Anderson, commanding the 


Second Division of the Eighth Army Corps, 
and Gen, MacArthur, comeading the First 
Brigade of that division, as to operations 
about Manila were made public at the War 
Department to-day. Gen. Anderson had 
command of the first expedition, 

The report says: “Our loss in the first 
brigade was three officers wounded, four 
listed men killed and five wounded, 
The loss in the second brigade was one en- 
listed man killed and forty-three wounded, 
making a total of five killed and forty-, 
three wounded. 

The antecedent loss in 
fourteen killed and sixty 
& total of 122 casualties 
Manila, 

“The losses show that the leading régi- 
ments of the First Brigade—Thirteenth 
Minnesota, Twenty-third Infantry and the 
Astor LBattery—met the most serious oppo- 
sition and deserve. credit for their success. 
The Colorado, California and Oregon Regi- | 
ments, the regulars, and all the batteries | 
of the Second Brigade, showed such Zeal 
that it seems a pity that they did not meet 
foemen worthy of their steel. 

“A remarkable incident of the day was 
the experience of Capt. Stephen O’Connor 
of the Twenty-third Infantry. With a de- 
tachment of 15 skirmishers he separated 
from his regiment and brigade at block | 
house No. 14, and, striking a road, probably 
in the rear of the enemy, marched into the 
city without opposition until he came to 
the Calle Real in Malda. 

Along this street he had some unimpor- 
tant street fighting unti] he came to the| 
Paseo de la Calzada, where, learning that | 
negotiations were going on for a surrender, | 
he took post at the bridge of the north 
Sally port and the whole outlying Spanish ' 
force south of Pasig passed by this small 
detachment in hurrying in, intramurvs. 
Capt. O’Connor deserves recognition for the 
coolness and bravery displayed in thig re-

Nelaton, the physician of Napoleon TIT., 
by order of the Eeaneret investigated the 
Marini discoveries.

Newton gave the Neapolitan two bodies 
to preserve, and this he did In 1868 One 
Was that of an old man who had been mys- 
terlously murdered.

Round the nec 
ja stil] the furrow made by the rope used 
to drag the victim. along the street to a 
spot remote from the-place where he had 
met his end, 

The woman ts of the same criminal type, 
She also was the victim of an assassin. ne 
identity of neither was known at the time 
Marini subjected them to his process, and 
they would. never have been known had not 
the doctor of Naples arrested the processes 
of nature 

The “life-like” process may be applied 
to a body that has been dried up: the tise 
again. Marini took 
Eryptian mummy, dead 
for 5000 years, and restored the flesh-like 
characteristic to what was left of the 
tissue. For this feat the Neapolitan re- 
celved the cross of the Legion of Honor. 
POSSIBILITIES OF THE DISCOVERY. 

The possibilities of this discover ar 
endless. It can be applied to animals, an 
the natural history museum of the future 
will be practically a menagerie—not a cole 
lection of unnatural-looking stuffed create 
ures. 

There is one application of the Marini 
process which is almost magical. Thig | 
when it is used to preserve the fauna 
flora which belong under the ocean. The 
most brilliant and striking colors become 
permanent.

petrification. He changes @ human body 
Oo the consistency of marble—-even the 
softest portions of the flesh—even the blood. 

Perhaps the most remarkable achieve- 
ment of Dr. Marini in “marbleizing”’ a hu- 
man body was when he petrified Cardina 
Guillaume Sanfelice in the short space o 
four days. 

As he was during hia life #0 Is the éar- 
dinal in his death. The face reminds one, 
by its serene sweetness, of the mystic faces 
which Fra Angelico had the secret of de- 
picting. 

The preservation of the Cardinal suggests 
that other great men may by the Marini 
process be handed down to posterity. The 
process seems to make unnecessary the 
work of the sculptor. We can keep our 
paeoes not in stone or plaster, but in the 

esr. 

The process of Marini ts as far superior 
to anything the Egyptians ever dreamed of 
as is the ocean greyhound to an Efie Canal 
barge. This difference ta very well demon- 
strated in Marini’s Iittl museum. which 
contains samples of the work of those whe 
proceeded him in his specialty. 

In his showcase are many fragments of 
Egyptian mummies. He has a foot which 
was mummilfied by nature and which wae 
taken from a vault tn the Cathedral of 
Venzone, where all the dead bodies are per- 
fectiy preserved because of a species of lit- 
tle fungus which formed on the skin and 
living as a parasite reduced it to a-dtate 
of dryness that prevented decay. 

Then he has a plece of backbone hard- 
ened by Jerome Segate, the only man whe, 
according to Marini, was on the right track 
in the embalming line; the only one of al 
embalmers, ancient and modern, at all 
worthy of notice. There is a foot em- 
baimed by Franchina, the first man who 
had the idea of using argenic: another b 
Gorint, and a hand bye Comt. There % 
another hand preserved by Ruspin 
process, that is to say, by a solution o 
concentrated tannic acid 

All the other emblamed spec!mens Marini 
looks upon as scientific outrages, 

What has been referred to as the mar- 
ble'zing process of M Marini is indeed a 
system of petrifaction by which the body 
‘s transformed to stone. The tnventor has 
taken various organs of the body—the liver, 
the heart—and after petrifying them, has 
cut them into sections and from these sec- 
tions made mosaics | 

He has arranged these mosaica tn fanciful 
fashion on the tons of ornamental tables, 
The blood, brain, liver, olla and langs make 
up the little sections. In the middle of one 
of the tabies he has placed a mg hand, 
which bears a beautiful bracelet, and which 
is hung In such a position that one can see 
almost through it, since it preserves tts 
transparency I'nder the hand ts a thimble 
made of a piece of brain, on which is en- 
graved the date 1862, the year when he did 
th's work

HIS UTTER DEPENDENCE UPON 
THE INTELLIGENCE OF HIS 
OFFICERS. 


A few evenings since Company G of the 
First Regiment gave a banquet at the 
Bellevue Garden, which was participated 
in by not only their company, but by 200 
of the old members of Company G, includ- 
ing all who have belonged to this company 
in this city for more than 2% years past. 
A sword, glittering with diamonds, was 
presented to Capt. A. L. Marks, the pres- 
entation speech being made by Private 
Robert H. Merryman. Following is his ad- 
dress, which is quite out of the common as 
representing the principles and possibilities 
of the private soldier: 

“Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, Pri- 
vates of Company G, Gentlemen—A short 
time ago I was in the vicinity of the guard- 
house, when | wags startled by a leutenant 
making this remarkable statement: ‘I am 
an ofticer and a gentieman, and that is 
more than you _ are.’ Turning quickly 
around to see the individual to whom this 
was dressed, I was surprised to see a man, 
dressed in regulation uniform, with straps 
and stripes of an officer, and knew at once 
that the first part of the statement was 
incorrect, and that he must have meant 
that the other was no gentleman. 

“Whether he was a gentieman or not I 
am not here to say. Lut this is the 
thought that the lieutenant’s statement im- 
pressed upon me, and this Is the theught 
that I now desire to limpress upon you, 
From the statement it would appear it were 
possible for a man to be an officer and not 
a gentleman, as well as for a man to be 
an officer and a gentleman. And, further- 
more, the lieutenant seemed to think he had 
hurled a deadly insult at his opponent; cer- 
tainly not because he had inferred that he 
was not an officer, but for the simple rea- 
son that he had inferred that he was not 
a gentleman. ‘Therefore, it would seem that 
aman guards with a more jealous eye the 
title of gentleman than that conferred upon 
him by -virtue of his military office. So, 
my friends, we are here to-night, not 
much to show our respect and to do honor 
to a military officer, but for something 
more, to show our love and affection for an 
American gentieman. 

“Officers and non-commissioned officers 
are created by eommissions and warrants, 
and the mere stroke of a pen in the hands

SCOTLAND YARD SLEUTHS SAY

RACE OF CAB DRIVERS 
THROUGH THE STREETS. 


The Woman Is Charged With Causing 
the Death of Emma Gill and Will 
Be Extradited and Brought 
Back for Trial.

LONDON, Oct. 1—Dr. Nancy Gutlford, 
who is alleged to have caused the death of 
Emma Gill at Bridgeport, @onn., and later 
dismembered the body, was arrested at her 
lodgings, 25 Harrington Square, to-day. The 
arrest was made after a chase of four days 
and nights that will become historic in the 
detective annals of this clty. 

Scotiand Yards say she ts one of the cool- 
est women ever in their hands. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent was at 
Liverpool on Wednesday when the steamer 
Vancouver arrived from Montreal. He had 
a picture of Mrs. Guilford and was aware 
that she had salled from Montreal under 
the name of Mrs. Wilbur of Los Angeles. 
In a group of eecond-class passengers 
“Mrs. Wilbur’ was found. The reporter 
wasted no time, gave her none to prepare 
herself against surprises. 

“Beg pardon,”’ he sa.-d. 
Wilbur?” 

Her cheeks flamed scarlet and she sud- 
Genly grasped the rail. 

“Yes, 1am," she answered, and there was 
@ sort of menace in her tone. 

‘Where do you live?’ pursued the Post- 
Dispatch man. 

“T live in Los Angeles, Cal.,” she replied. 
“Why do you ask.’’ 

“Tt is sald in New York,” eald the re- 
porter, “that the woman who occupied 
your state room under the name of Mrs, 
Wilbur is Mrs. Dr. Nancy Guilford of 
Bridgeport, Conn. Is there any way in 
which you can prove your identity as Mrs. 
Wribur?’’ 

The question was swiftly put and the 
woman staggered under it as if it were a 
blow. Her face turned chalky white, her 
lips quivered and she clenched her teeth 
together to prevent their chattering. A mo- 
ment before she had felt herself safe be- 
yond the reach of pursuit and here was the 
dread -thing which she had run away from 
standing face to face with her. It all came 
on her so suddenly that she forgot her us- 
ual cunning. 

“No,” she sald hurriedly.. ‘No I have no 
letters with me. I never carry them, I 
destroy them." 

Then ehe grew excited, half hysterical. 
“T tell you I am Mrs. Wilbur,” she cried, 
her voice growing ehrill in her excite- 
ment.

St Mason of this city. one of the most 
onsive loggers in Wisconsin, returned 
lay from a trip to his camps at Cedar 
te, Barron County. He had a thrilling 
ence with forest fires and reports the 
tire loss of all his camps and outftt6 at 
@ar Lake. He also believes: that four 
his men have lost their lives In the 
mer Mr. Mason ieft the camps with 
s crew Thursday morning for the rail- 
ay station and they narrowly escaped 
#ith their lives. 
"When they atarted the fire was eight 
les away, but the wind was blowing a 
‘ale and the flames were rapidly gaining 
m them. All rushed for a lake a miie 
way, and when the edge of the water was 
@ached the fire was upon them. Men and 
Aorses plunged into the lake and remained 
there until the flames had passed over. 
The heat and smoke was almost unbcara- 
die, 
Four men of the crew who were itn the 
rear of the larger party are missing and 
"Mr. Mason says there is no hope that thoy 
are eafe. Their names are Sam Popple, 
Wm. Brown and two McGill brovhers. All 
were residents of Chippewa County. Hund- 
reds of oxen used in logging have perished. 
The scene, Mr. Mason says, was terrible. 
On every side there was a sea of fire 
rapidly growing and destroying everything. 
The camps of Knapp, Stout & Co., of 


St. Louls and outfits in that locality were! 


damaged. Dozens of farm houses that 
Mr. Mason passed in the morning were in 
ashes in the afternoon. Many buildings 
that were at least a quarter of a mile from 
the woods were'destroyed, the flames run- 
“Hing along meadows and fences. 
Hundreds are homeless, many even los- 
ing all their household goods. Frederick 
Weyerhausen has just returned from a 
trip through tho fire regions. He can give 
mo estimate of the amount of his pine 


The losses include standing timber, logs, 
Gamps and camp outfits. The loss of farm 
property in Clark, Barron and Chippewa 
Cdunties is estimated at $300,000. Latest re- 
ports say that all hopes of checking the 
flames have been abandoned. Nothing but 
‘Fain will save the enormous amount of 
property that is burning and threatened. 

Relief parties are reported out through 
the burnt districts south and weat of Rice 
Lake. “The lose of life cannot now be estl- 
mated, but it will be great. The work of 
getting to the burnt district is slow, as all 
the bridges are down. Over 100 persons are 
misering. 

Many dead bodies have been found and 
they are burned beyond recognition. The 
femains of one man by the name of Nelson 
was found this forenoon, at the bottom of 
@ well where he had gone to escape the 
fire. At another place a woman and two 
children were found in a well. The woman 
Was so badly burned that she will die. 

At another place where a man had been 
plowing in a field, his charred remains and 
the carcasses of his horses were found to- 

 ~@ay. All the cattle, horses and other stock 
fm a large district have been burned to 
@eath. Even the wild animajs could not 
escape the flames. 

The wind ia southeast and blowing at 
‘@ rate of about 40 miles’ an hour. Fires are 
now raging in the hardwood timber lands 
Between this city and Cumberiand, but for- 
Sunately the district is lightly populated.

A veritable hurricane {s blowing and 
flames are jumping 50 feet and traveling 
five miles an hour. Several thousand dol!- 
lars worth of hay is aircady burned.

The city Is mot in great danger at 
present, but the fire Is within a quarter 
of a mile of the city IMmits. 

A special from Pagosa Springs, Col., 
Says: There are now four forest fires burn- 
ing inside the limits of Archuleta County.

The fourth fire is between 
the Blanco and Navajo River and the ex- 
tent is not known.

Rio Grande snow sheds on Squaw Hill 
burned this afternoon. 

A special from Palmer Lake, §® miles 
south of Denver, says a fire broke out and 
is now burning flercely itn the mountains 
near that place and only a slight shifting 
of the wind will drive the flames to Glen 
Park, the well known Chautauqua resort, 
when all the pretty cottages there will cer- 
tainly be destroyed.

Physicians say Mr. Bierman’s condition 
is serious, and because of his advanced age, 
he {s past 71 years old, the injuries sus- 
tained may vrove fatal. 

Mr. Biermann is engaged tn the whole- 
sale liquor business at 3142 Easton avenue. 
Hie is an old resident of St. Louis and 
widely known all over the city. He lives 
at 2833 North Grand avenue with his son, 
Dr. H,. G@. Blermann. 

North Grand avenue, where the Bilier- 
mann’s live, is a fashionable residence dis- 
trict, and handsome homes adorn each side 
ofthe street. A line ef large and beautiful 
shade trees is on the west side of the street, 
in front of the Biermann home. This is in 
the middle of the block, and it is some 
distance to a astreet lamp. The shadows 
cast by the trees make the street there 
dark. 

Mr Biermann was returning from his 
lace of business. He stepped from a 
jJrand avenue car and walked to his home. 
As he reached his. gate four men suddenly 
emerged from a shadow and approached 
him. He was not suspicious and paid no 
hee4 to them. His hand was on the gate 
when one of the men called out ‘Soak 
am. po. is 

An instant 
dealt the oid 
on the head that staggered him. 
heavily to the granitoid pavement. Before 
he could cry out another of the gang 
sprang on the prostrate man and seized him 
around the throat with a powerful grip, 
thus preventing any outcry. 

While he was prostrate on the ground 
and helpless one of the ruffians gave Mr. 
Biermann a vicious kick fm the abdomen. 
With one man at his head choking him and 
and another holding his feet, a third rvuf- 
fian went through the helpless old man’s 
pockets, while the fourth stood watch. 

Mr. Biermann was relieved of a valuable 
gold watch, chain and locket. He had 
something more than $10 in money in his 
pocket. The highwaymen did not overlook 
this. After taking all he had they gave 
him a parting kick and ran away, disap- 
pearing in the darkness. 

The injured man dragged himself to the 
front door of his home and range the door 
bell. When the door was opened he fell 
in his daughter’s arms. His battered con- 
dition frightened her and she ealled for 
help. Mr. Biermann was assisted tnto the 
house. His son was not at home and an- 
other physician was sent for. 

Mr. iermann had a large bottle in his 

right hand when the. assault was made. 
This was shattered and his hand badly 
cut. In falling his left hand was caught 
under him and a finger was broken. He 
had a severe scalp wound and his throat 
was badly bruised from the tight grip 
of the highwaymen. But internal Injury 
received when he was kicked In the abido- 
men is the most g#erious. 
Mr. Biermann could tell that the four men 
were white, but it was so dark he could 
not see them well enough to give the po- 
lice any description. 

The policeman on the beat arrived on 
the scene five minutes after the robbery 
occurred, but the robbers were gone and 
they left no trail. Residents of the neixzh- 
borhood speak highly of the patrolman, but 
eay the territory he patrols is so large he 
cannot be expected to know everything that 
goes on. That beat extends from St. Louls 
avenue to Natural Bridge road and from 
Grand avenue to Sarah street.

The tenement where this explosion 
wrought such havoc is a two-story brick 
building, situated in a yard tn the rear of 
a row ‘of business houses fronting the east 
side of Broadway. 

A dozen or more families live on the 
second floor and none of them occupy more 
than two rooms. The long porch is reacned | 
by a winding stairway, and there is a ralil- 
ing running along the entire length to 
keep the numerous children of the tenants 
from falling to the ground, for the long, | 
narrow porch is the limit of their play 
ground, and is to the mothers of the 
children what the spacious lawn with its) 
rustic seats is to the more fortunate in 
worldly possessions. 

Mrs. Flory's kitchen is a small, board 
Structure, closing up the south end of the 
porch, 

‘Shortly after 6 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon Mrs. Flory lighted her gasoline stove 
to prepare supper. She discovered that che 
tank Wasempty. She filled it, w.thout turn- 
ing out the slight, flickering biaze that 
had kindled from the smal} amount of oil 
that dripped down from the almost empty 
tank. 

Sne had done the same thing many times 
with no bad results. 

This time the explosion came. By a 
Strange shifting of fate but little of the 
burning oll struck Mrs. Flory. Her firat 
mpulse was to get the blazing stove out 
of the kitchen. She grabbed it and threw 
it over the porch railing into the narrow 
brick-paved yard below, Phill pina’s little 
child played about on the porch floor in 
dangerous proximity. 

Mrs, Biedermann stood a few feet away, 
holding the infant child of Mrs. Doerr, who 
lives next door to the Bledermann quar- 
ters. She saw the peril of Phillipina’s 
child, and holding fast to the babe in her 
arms, rushed frantically forward and 
grabbed the other one With both infants 
hugged closely to her breast she bounded 
down the stairs. Some of the ¢puttering 
oll had dropped upon the railing and was 
rapidly eating ite way into the wood. A 
tongue of this fire ignited Mrs. Bieder- 
mann’s dress as she passed down the stair- 
way. In a moment she was enveloped in 
flame, and in her terror of the moment 
she helt the babies stil! tighter. 

The frantic woman, screaming aloud with 
pain, rushed wildiy about the yard, the 
breeze fanning the blaze into greater fury. 
Phiflipina Flory, seeing the flames licking 
about her child, rushed to the rescue and 
her clothing was also ignited, 

Men from the street, attracted by the 
loud ecream: ng of the women, rushed in 
and smothered the fire. But the rescue was 
too lata; 

The fire on the porch sputtered away and 
was fast merging into a conflagration, when 
a bucket brigade of women and boys put it 
out with no material damage to the build- 
ing. The house ‘s old and the wonder is 
that It was not total]! y destroyed. 

Somebody “sent a hurried call for Dr. 
Hoger of Broadway and Soulard street, 
and for half an hour or longer the docior 
had all that he could attend to. rendering 
temporary relief to the injured and at the 
same time trying to calm the panic-stricken 
women and children who had escaped in- 
= other than the fright that set them 
w 

As soon as he fulfilled his mission, Dr. 
Hogen advised that the injured be sent to 
the City Hospital. An ambulance was called 
and all but Mrs. Flory and Mrs. Doerr’s 
Uttle baby were removed. 

Mrs. Flory’s gasoline stove lies in the 
yard, a wreck, because it was badly broken 
up when she hurled it over the railing to 
the brick pavement 12 feet below. It will 
be thrown tnto somebody's pile of scrap

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This is the awful havoo wrought by a 
gasoline explosion in a densely inhabited 
tenement house in the rear of 1708 Bouth 
‘Broadway. 

It happened ehortly after 5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The tenants in the build- 
ing are huddled together closely and for 
half an hour or longer a wild panio pre- 
vailed. 

The explosion occurred tn the kitchen at- 
tachment to Mrs. Kate Flory's quarters on 

~~ the second floor. The kitchen {is at the end 
of a long porch, and at the time of the 
explosion the porch was throngead with 
women and children. 

Mrs. Biedermann, the most eeriously in- 
jur f the jot, risked her life to save two 
> a Rosa Flory and Elizabeth Doerr. 
She proved herse.f a heroine, 

Late last night she was believed to be dy- 
ing, and if she survives tne day it will be 
more than the doctors expect. 

This brave woman is 40 years old and has 
seven children, ranging in age from 7 to 21 
years. 

The squalid home of the Biedermann’s 
was. «hrouded in a pall of gloom last night. 
Not one member of the family was at home. 
The husband and children were at the City 
Hospital, to which place Mrs. Biedermann 
was removed shortly after the fire. 

It was a Geath-watch for the disconso- 
late family. for the agoniz'ng groans and 
labored breathing of the poor woman to!d 
plainly that the end was near. 

Phillipina Flory is a pretty young wo- 
man of 19 years. She was aiso removed to 
the City Hospital, along with her 2-year- 
ol4 babe. The condition of both mother 
and littie one is serious, but there its a 
chance for the mother’s recovery. There 
is scarcely a hope for the infant. 

A end-faced young woman restiessly 
walked the floor last night tn her stuffy 
little room at the acene of the fire. She wae 
the mother of little El zabeth Doerr and 
she held the child in her arms. The Doerr 
infant may get well, but the chances are 
not favorable. One side of her head is lit- 
erally cooked, until it rises in one great 
white blister. The tiny white hands are 
burned until the flesh hangs In shreds to 
the lint that is bound upon them 

Mrs. Doerr, who was an eye-witness to 
the appalling calamity, escaped injury, and 
@he refuses.to allow her baby to be taken 
to the City Hospital. 

“I will walk the floor with her and try 
to nurse her back to life,”’ the mother ex- 
plained to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Do I get tired? No, I am not tired and 
cannot be tired as long as I can do any- 
thing for this poor, little burned baby," she 
continued.

THE SECESSION OF THE RACING 
MEN OCCUPIES WHEELMEN’S 
ATTENTION. 


REFEREE GIVES HIS VIEWS. 


Chairman Mott Fas Been Weak in 
Dealing With the Rebels, but the 
League Will Triumph in End. 


The interest of the cycling world is, at 
Present, centered in the revolt of the rac- 
ing men and their open rebellion against 
the authority of the League of American 
W heelmen. 

Many others beside the wheelmen are in- 


terested in the movement aiso, for the 
present trouble is far reaching and will 
robably affect all branches of athletics if 
t proves to be successful. 


There have been many opposition asso- 
Clations against the L. A. W. started in 
past years, and they have seemed to be 
more successful as the old body grew 
stronger. The most formidable of recent 
times is the Cai.fornia Associgted Cycling 
Clubs, which split off after the L. A. W. 
refused to, recognize Sunday racing. That 
the CC. A. C. C. has been successful there 
can be no doubt, Eastern men, and even 
some here in St. Louis, are fond-of saying 
that the C, A. C. C. is a mere shell and 
does not amount to anything, but they re- 
mind me of the ostrich which imagines 
himse.f hidden when he hides his head be- 
hind a stone. Mr. Sheridan, the local 
member of the Racing Board, proclaims 
that the CC, A. C. C. ts dead, and yet 
every race meet run in California during 
the past two seasons, with one exception, 
has been run under its auspices, while 
league membersh.p has dropped from 1500 
to 30. and C. A. C. C. membership has 
grown from zero to 1200. 
lt is a pretty lively corpse! 

The same state of affairs exists in Louls!- 
Ana under the ruling ,of the Southern Ath- 
letic Club, and In these two States the L. 
A. W. is practically unknown. 


Now both of these bodies seceded from 
the L. A. W. because it refused to sanc- 
tion Sunday racing. Hard _battles were 
fought for local option, that is, to allow 
each State to settle the Sunday racing 
question for’ herself, but the Easterners 
voted against the proposition. They con- 
tended that if the L. . W. were to per- 
mit Sunday racing anywhere it would ruin 
the Eastern divisions. It was thought that 
the local option amendment would ass 
at the Albany assembly in 1897, but New 
York threw its strength solidly against it. 

In 1898 when we had the assembly here 
in St. Louis we were morally certain that 
the amendment would go through, and 
even got the New York vote for a com- 
proms measure, but New Jersey 
fennsylvania killed it and widened 
breach between California and Louisiana 
and the L. A. W. 

But the present revolt 
the Sunday question. It 
very different matter, and Sunday racing 
ils only a side issue. It is an additional 
weapon used by the seceders because they 
know it will add more worry and trouble 
to Chairman Mott and his colleagues on the 
Racing Board. It is a mistake to think 
that the racing men have left the shelter- 
ing arms of the L. A. W, because they wish 
to race on Sunday.

The rules provide 
that when a track is ‘“‘disciplined” it shall 
be ineligible for racing or training purposes, 
and yet riders are allowed to train on 5un- 
day, when they are not ailowed to race on 
that day. ,

of the Racing Board, for he advocated 
that before the revolt as a panacea for 
all the woes of the man and the promoter. 
Hie grew very sarcastic when he asked if 
Mr. Robert, who expressed h mself as op- 
posed to Sunday racing, could be the same 
man who fought three years for that fea- 
ture. I can remind Mr. Sheridan that Mr. 
Robert always stated that he opposed Sun- 
day racing, but favored local option, that 
is, letting each division settle the question 
for itself. 

[ can also remind Mr. Sheridan that 
when it was thought that the local option 
amendment would pass at the last assem- 
bly, he became very much alarmed and, 
although he had worked hard for it, ad- 
mitted to a friend that he was relieved 
that it did not pass.

TROOPS HAD ENOUGH, BUT— 


Gen. Coppinger Admits the Soldiers’ 


Ills, but Has Excuses to Make. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Major-General 
Coppinger has made a report to the War 
Department as follows: 

“Subsistence Department—In my judg- 
ment the quality of subsistence furnished 
by the department wes good and the quan- 
t‘ty ample. The regular troops lived well 
The volunteers in too many cases messed 
badly, but this was owing to the ignorance 
of inexperienced officers who did not know 
how to procure and care for the rations, 
and the ignorance of Cookg who did not 
know how to cook them, 

“Il have been especially impressed by the 
comfortable messing of regular soidiers 
close to my headquurters, while voiunteer 
troops in an adjoining field were subslist- 
ing on chunks of tll cooked beef and v:ie 
biscuit—an excellent field oven lying neg- 
lected and unused c!iose by. 

“To sum up, tae Subsistence Department 
id well. ‘Ine volunteer troops in many 
cases suffered for want of whoiesome food 
because they did not know how to handle 
the rations furnished. 

Quartermasters Department — Clothing, 
cainp end garrison equipment Was some- 
times of poor quality, the natural resuit of 
an effort to equip some 225,00 men when 
supplies had been prepared for only 2,0. 

ials difiicully in supply was much in- 
creased by the lack of knowledge*on the 
part of etaff officers fresh from civil life 
ignorant of the methods and manner oO 
supplying an army. 

At Tampa the difficulty was again in- 
creased by the crowded and congested con- 
dition existing along the railroad tracks 
and etorehouses scattered over the sands. 

in many cases the men suffered from lack 
of ciothing when a good supply was on 
hand within five miles of their camps. 

Lhe quality of team mules furnished by 
the department Was very good. The treat- 
ment they received In many instances was 
atrocious, Untrained and often brutal 
teamsters, without proper wagon niasters, 
Serving under untrained regimental quar- 
fermast(ers, @midst the Tampa sand hilis, 
under the burning sun, produced the result 
that might be naturally expected—dead, dy- 
ing and disabled mules. 

This was the natural outcome of a decia- 
ration of war without organized tradns., 
trainmasters or experienced regimental 
quartermasters, who knew how to handle 
them. In my judgment the horses furnisa- 
ei our cavalry were Zoodu., 

Clothing—The United States clothing on 
hand at the declaration of war was good, 
but some of the dark blue trousers and 
shirts were of poor quality. 
On the whole, considering the emergency, 
I think no blame can be attached to the 
uartemaster's department in this matter. 
The Khakie clothing, the best service uni- 
form we have ever had, is not satisfac- 
tory as yet. It is of infertor quality, not 
well cut. I failed to find tn the Quarter- 
master’s storehouse at Tampa a single in- 
fantry coat large enough in the chest for 
a full-chested man. 
Medical department—While many com- 
plaints have been made regarding medical 
supplies, my experience with the Fourth 
Corps leads me to believe that the Sur- 
geon-Generai thas accomplished an arduous 
task under very trying circumstances. 
It is difficult to aupply a full eupply of 
medical supply when troops are ordered 
suddenly to many unexpected places and 
when tne men are accompani@l by serious 
outbreaks of sickness. This difficulty was 
inckFeased in many instances by the fact 
that most of the regimental and brig- 
ade and division surgeons were  en- 
well’ mationed nam itary work.

Tests Show Them to Be Superior to the 
Narrow Kind. 


The use of the bicycle is affording an 1)- 


lustration of the operation of the broad- 
tired vehicie in keeping roadways in g001 
condition. This illustration is conspicuous 
after showers, when it will be noted tha: 
the tires of the bicyclis beat down an4d 
harden the bicycle path much more rapid- 
ly than the narrow-tired’ wagons restore 
the roadway proper to a smooth condition. 
It is true that the action of the pneu- 
matic tire Ils more beneficial to a soft road.- 
way than that of the hard broad tire, but 
its tamping effect is an illustration of what 
the wide tlre does in comparison with the 
ai effect.of the conventional narrow 
tire. 

Were {it possible to substitute broad tires 
for the narrow tires now generally use, 
the condition of the average ‘country road 
would be improved in @ comparatively 
short time. Not only that, but the effi- 
clency of the average draught horse wou'ld 
be materially raised. Instead of cutting 
into the soft epots in a roadway the wide 
tire compresses the soft earth and passes 
over it, leaving thg spot in an. improved 
condition for the Se of the next wheel, 

An exhaustive te of the broad and yar- 
row tire made at the agricultural experi- 
ment station of the Missouri State I'ni- 
versity demonstrated that on hard. emooth 
and nearly level macedam roadways the 
strain required to haul a given load was 
35.7 per cent less with the broad tire than 
with the narrow tire. On a gravel roud 
with a hard surface, there wes a margin 
of 33.3 per cent in favor of the broad tire. 
On a road composed of a large quantity of 
sand mixed with gravel the margin was 
466 per cent In favor of the broad tire. 
Over a new, unused dry gravel road the 
difference in favor of the broad tire was 
%.6 per cent. The narrow tire required 
less atrain for haulage on a road where 
water covered the surface and leoge gKnd

He is a good looking, intell.gent 
young man of decidedly pro-foreign lean- 
ings.

he will not bea puppet like his predecessor. 
He has a stronger wiil, and, moreover, is 
not related to the Dowager Impress. 

A prominent resident of Peking, Dr. 
Dudgeon, who ie the only for ner who 
ever dined wiih Yin, asserts that the Dow- 
ager Empress is not opposed to progress. 
He adds that she was responsible for the 
installation of the electric ight in the pala- 
ees, and introduced a railroad and an elec- 
tric launch into the palace grounds. she 
is also held to. have favored other West- 
ern ideas. 

It is now eald that the dismissal of Li 
Hung Chang, who was the ally of the 
Dowager Empress, and the strong press- 
ure of Russia, which country was alarmed 
at the probable results of the mission of 
the Marquis Ito to China, were the true 
causes of the Emperor's deposing. 

The time, however, has gone by for a 
continuance of the old regime. The young 
China party will not rest satisfied with 
the existing state of things. . 

Kang Yuwel, the fugitive Cantonese re- 
former, who is now safe at Hong ‘Kong, 
under British protection, is known as the 
modern sage of China. He is the leader 
of the reform party and the originator of 
the society formed in opposition to the 
custom of binding the feet of Chinese girls.

Emperor Francis Joseph Washes thu 
Feet of Twelvs Old Men. 
From the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

The Emperor Francis Joseph, as the head 
of the most ceremonious court in Europe, 
has many curious duties to perform 
during the year. There is nothing more 
singular or striking among His Majesty's 
regular functions than the Easter one 
known as the ceremony of washing the 
feet. The recipients of this extraordinary 
honor are twelve old men and the same 
number of aged dames. This year the. cer- 
emony of washing the feet of the old la- 
dies was ommitted owing to the absence of 
the Empress from Vienna, but the ancient 
dames received substantial compensation 
for this imperial neglect in the shape of 
money and other presents. 

At 9 o'clock the old men were conveyed 


to the ceremonial hall in imperial equl- 
pages. Dressed in antique German cos- 
tume they took their seats at a long table, 
His Majesty and the whole court were at 
divine service when the Lord Chamber- 
lain anmpounced that all was ready. His 
Majesty and suite entered the hall between 
rdws of halberdiers. Diplomatists and their 
Wives gazed upon the scene from the Am- 
bassadors’ box. In the train of the Em- 
peror were the Archdukes, Ministers, Gen- 
erais and the household. The splendid uni- 
forms of the Hungarian and Austrian dig- 
nitaries contrasted with the brightness of 
the ladies’ dresses. 

The Emperor, surrounded by his cour- 
tiers, walked to the table and motnted 
the steps. Below stood the Archdukes, be- 
hind the Chamberlains and aides-de-camp. 
His Majesty welcomed his guests and gave 
the sign for the meal. ‘The Lord High 
Steward and the pages brought in the 
dehes, handed them to the monarch, who 
in turn placed them before the infirm old 
people. 

The ceremony of washing the feet, which 
followed, was more symbolic than actual. 
Court officials took off the shoes and stock- 
ing of the old men and placed a towel 
across their knees The court chaplain 
intoned an “Evangellum,” the monarch 
handed his hat to a chamberiain and the 
latter handed it to an officer of lower rank. 
When the words ‘kt coepit lavare pedes 
disc:pulorum” had been reached the mon- 
arch fell on his knees and formally washed 
and dried the feet of the 12 men in turn. 
A prelate poured the water over the feet 
ee a papal house prelate held the ewer. 
At the conclusion of the ceremony the 
monarch walked to the lower end of the 
eatrade and washed his hands, a page hold- 
ing the ewer and the Lord Chamberlain 
handing him the towel. The tmperial pur- 
sur thereupon handed purees, each conta:n- 
ing 30 silver crowns, to liis Majesty, who 
hung them around the necks of the old 
men, and they were then driven to their 
homes.

GREAT STRENGTH 
OF THE BEETLE. 


HE strength and _endurance of the 
ordinary garden beetle is enormousiy 
greater in proporti6n to its size tffan 

that of the most péwerful animals. The 
h:storical feat of Samson in pulling down 
the temple of Dagon a@bout his ears is as a 
matter of fact very trifling compared with 
the feata which these littlé beetles may be 
seen performing every day. Some remark- 
able tests of the powers of these little crea- 
tures have been made recently By Jams 
Weir, Jr.. M. D., as reported in the Scien- 
tifle American. 

Dr. Wier succeeded in actually harnessing 
up a fine specimen of the ordinary beetle to 
a little tin wagon, and in compelling it to 
drag about loads of shot. The beetle used 
in these experiments luxuriates under the 
name of the lucanus elephas, more cOmmon- 
ly Known as the pinching bug. 

The powers of the pinching bug, which 
have at last been carefully measured, are 
familiar in a general way to most people. 
Anyone who has been pinched by these lit- 
tle creatures islikely to retain a very great 
respect for thelr powers. The powerful jit- 
tle frame consists of two sharp horns, or 
mandibles, which forme the little creatures 
principle means of defense. These two lit- 


- tle mandibles, when closed, form the strong- 


est vise for its size in the world. 


The little beetle which was employed by 
Dr. Weir in his experiment was captured 
under peculiar circumstances. Dr. Weir 
was attending a cake walk in a little town 
in Kentucky recently, when suddenly he 
felt something alight on the collage of his 
outing shirt. /He was sitting der a tree 
at the time and, thinking that some harm- 
less bug had dropped on him, he put his 
hand up to brush it away gv hen suddenly 
he felt a spasm of pain dart up his arm 
from his finger tips to his shoulder. In his 
agony and surprise, he uttered a yell which 
occasioned two of the cake-walkers to ex- 
ecute several steps which were not down 
on their repertory. On looking at his hand 
he found that his little fingr was in the 
grasp of the largest Stag beetle he had ever 
eeerm. A friend succeeded in prying open 
the mandibles of the beetle without in any 
way injuring it. 

On examining the beetle it Was found 
that the slender, spider-like legs wére cap- 
able of exerting extraordinary force. When 
held in the hand with the fingers firmly 
closed over it, the beetle would bore his 
way through the hollow of the fist without 
the slightest difficulty.

Early in the Afteenth céntury e Haps- 
burg. known es Earnest the Man of Iron, 
marriéd the daughter of a Polish Duke. 
From her the Hapsburgs have inherited the 
third protruding Hp, known as the Haps- 
burg Hp, which ts a characteristic of the 
family, as the Bourbon nose is of that Iiam- 
ily. Her son, the Bmperor Frederick IIL, 
mounted the imperial throne In 144. 

The election of Rudolph, the first Haps- 
burg. to the Empire was largely through 
the | rumentality of Frederick of Hohen. 
gollern Burggraf of Nurnberg, Who an- 
nounced his good fortune to the new Em- 
peror in his tent at midnight. By this act 
the Hapeburgs were made foremost in Ger- 
man affairs. By a curious coincidence a 
Hohenzollern Frederick's descendant thrust 
the Hapsburga from their pre-eminence at 
Konigsgratz in 1866. 

Until Aug. 1, 18044, the Hapsburgs were 
called Roman Emperors—being considered 
successors of the Roman Cesars. Their 

mpire was called the Holy Roman Empire. 
wong before the extinction of the title the 
power had departed and the real power 
was confined to the hereditary dominions 
of Austria. Napoleon compelled Frances I. 
to drop the more magnificent title but al. 
lowed him to aseume that of Hereditary 
Emperor of Austria. 


Although the House of Austria is now 
the proudest in Europe, it was of humble 
origin. When Rudolph, the first Roman 
Emperor of the house of Hapsburg, as- 
sumed the imperial dignity a condition of 
anarchy prevailed. A man was wanted 
who could preserve order and keep the 
roads free of bandits without interfering 
with the independence of the people. Ru- 
dolph wag elected. He was not of princely 
rank, but was. of the lesser nobility. The 
nobles sought to evade the oath of fealty 
required on the day of coronation, and ‘the 
scepter used in that ceremony was stolen, 
Rudolph. seized the cross from the altar. 
“Here,” said he, “is ‘the symbol of our 
salvation; we shall use it as our scepter.” .

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OLIVE CULTURE 
IN CALIFORNIA. 


HE olive-growers of California will 
probably gather next winter the 
largest crép ever grown in the 

Union. For the firat time the production 
of this fruit will be in excess: of the de- 
mands for consumption itm Callfornia 
alone. | 

An enormous planting of olive groves 
has been made in California in the leat 
few years. It has beer reckone@ that 00,009 
Olive trees were set out in that State in 
the last epring alone. Pomona has been 
the largest market for olive nursery trees 
for nearly a decade, and sales of 300.00) 
trees have been common there. Rough 
estimates put the area of bearing olive 
groves in California at about #9 acres, 
acres, while the total orchard area is 
about 4.000 acres. 

California has practically a monopoly 
in growing olives in America. Some at- 
tempts have been made to grow the neva- 
dillo-blanco olive in Florida and Louisiana, 
but the soll is not adapted to the fruit in 
either of these States. Twelve years ago a 
70-acre olive orchard was started near 
Guadalajara, Mexico, but the trees never 
came to bear fruit, and the scheme was 
abandoned when it was found the alr was 
too damp for profitable olive production. 

Thus far the Mission olive has been al- 
most the only --varilety raised in large 
quantities tn this co §ntry. 

No one knows how long a good olive tree 
will continue to bear fruit in profitable 
quantities. There are in the San Gabriel 
Valley several olive trees planted by the 
Franciscan monks about the old mission 
in 1812 and 1813. They still bear many 
gallans of good fruit every year. Travel- 
ers in Italy and France tell of olive trees 
bearing bountifully at the age of over 150 
years. There are several olive trees in the 
vicinity of Athens, Greece, that yield fair 
crops ahd are known to be 300 years old. 
Pliny wrote that the olive was the peer 
of the oak in longevity and spoke reverent- 
ly of a grand old tree then still living 
which was planted by Scipio on the Roman 
campanga 200 years before. In 1853, at the 
World's Fair in Paris, there was shown 
a section from an olive tree in Algeria re- 
puted to be 1000-years old. One planted by 
St. Francis at Frat! in 130 was still in 
existence in 1800. 

Among the cargo of provisions and 
necessaries shipped by wise and prudent 
Galzaig with the Franciscan ploneers. who 
came to California from Mexico in 1769 to 
convert the Indians to Obristianity were 
olive seeds, and every misston had its olive 
garden, One of these trees, perhaps the 
largest olive tree in the State, stands still 
at Capistrano. It is © feet high, and has 
a trunk with a diameter-of five feet. 

The first olive oll made In California, 
outside of the Franciscan monasteries, was 
produced at the Comulus ranch in 1871. In 
1892 the production of olive oll had grown 
to 4.000 gallons, in 1898 it was about 50,000 
gallons, and this year estimates put it at 
about 100,000 gallons. The extent of the 
American market open to the California 
Olive oll makers can be realized from the 
fact that 850.000 gallons of olive oll is annu- 
ally imported into the United States from 
Italy, Spain and France, and tens of thou- 
sands of gallons of olive oil adulterated 
with peanut, cotton ered and poppy oll is

sis due to aephysical injury to the brain or 
nerves. The muscles and nerves ace nore 
mal and may be made to act by stimula- 
tion with electricity, or even, at times, by 
a strong mental impression; the patient 
having lost the power of voluntary con- 
rol.

This ia situated on the ridge and 
ie over 10,000 feet above the level of the 
fea and lies between Findelen ard Gorner 
glaciers. 

From Gornergrat the traveler has a view 
unrivaled throughout the Alps. It has long 
been the favorite excursion 4f Swiss trav- 
elera who ascended it to Zermatt by a mule 
path with comparative safety and com- 
fort. Leyond a foot path ascends almost 
to the top, but its dangers and difficulties 
forbid its ascent to all mt the most in- 
trepid mountain climbers.

Ryffelalp there overlooks the entire Fin- 
Gelen valley, and the traveler might 
well satiefianl to return by the way he 
came. liowever the engineer has been even 
mor considerate.

Gold beating In this country is confined 
to New York and Philadelphia. 

Gold leaf is sold by measurement and net 
by Welght, so there Is no reason for pute 
ting in an alloy, though a small quantity i# 
used. An tngvt of gold to be beaten is one 
inch wide, five Inches long and three-sitte * 
teenths of en inch thick, and weighs twe 
and one-half ounces troy. The ingot ie ane 
nealed by being hammered on an anvil, 
then brought to a red heat in a coal fire 
and cooled The gold next ls passed through 
steel rollers till it is a ribbon seven or eight 
yards long, the width remaining one inch, 
Thi« ribbon Is cut in inch square sections, 
The pleces are placed between sheets of @ 
special rough paper three and a half inches 
square till some 19 sheets are Used, 

Fastened with parchment bands, the boolt 
is placed on a nine-inch marble anvil and 
hammered with an 18-pound hemmer till the 
films of gold have reached the edge of the 
paper. This takes half an hour to accome .
